EXETER AREA VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


Throughout the past year The Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association has con- 
tinued to make available home health care to the residents of Stratham. Care is 
provied by a staff of seven Registered Nurses and a physical therapist. The kinds 
of services offerred are varied ranging from post~surgical dressings and daily in- 
jections to rehabilitation of stroke patients, post-coronary follow up, diabetic 
teaching etc. In addition to home visits for convalescent care and family teaching, 
the nurse makes newborn visits and does pSychiatric follow up. All care provided is 
done through direct orders from each patient's physician, 


In addition to nursing service and physical therapy, the service of a homemaker 
home health aide are now available through the agency. 


Well child clinics, sponsored by the associationand the division of public 
health, are held twice a month and provide physical immunizations and well child care 
to eligible children. 


Within the past year a total of 444 nursing and therapy visits were made to 45 
individuals in Stratham.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 


Our Committee has had 12 meetings during the past year. We have 
visited the recycling and incinerator plant at Nottingham, consulted 
with the selectmen of Exeter to consider using their land fill facilit- 
ies, two meetings have been held with the Committee at Rye to consider 
a union with them, two meetings have been held with the selectmen of 
Greenland for the same purpose. The recycling committee have met 
twice with us. There is a definite deficiency in research and tech- 
nological development to dispose of, and recycle solid waste. Our 
Committee feels that the efficient disposal and recycling of solid 
waste is in the embryonic stage and any method or equipment we may 
adopt now may well be obsolete in a very short time. 


We have received a total of seven proposals to handle our solid 
waste including "curb pick ups", impactors both stationary and mobile. 
All proposals are costly! 


We definitely feel further study is necessary and intend to 
pospone expenditure until absolutely necessary. 


At present our deadline is July 1, 1975. There are three bills 
pending in the legislature one of which if passed will extend this 
deadline for two years. (THIS IS SORELY NEEDED BY MANY TOWNS). 


(WE SHALL CONDUCT A DELAYING ACTION). 


In the town warrant we have an anticle requesting $20,000.00 
for the disposal of solid waste, which will be the last article on 
the warrant. 


WE DO NOT INTEND THIS ARTICLE TO. BE ACTED ON, instead we propose 
to adjourn the meeting to reconvene at a later date. 


If the legislature gives us two years extention, FINE! 


If not we shall be forced to act before July 1, 1975. At the 
reconvened meeting we Shall ask you to vote on the article and 
appropriate $20,000.00. We shall proceed, and accept the most 
practical proposal. 


We wish to express our gratitude to the recycling committee for 
their splendid work and do hope that what ever method we finally adopt, 
will include recycling.

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REPORT OF THE STRATHAM VOLUNTEER 
FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR THE YEAR 1974 


The year started with the Department responding to a Mutual Aid call to Rye for 
a structural fire. 


The lack of snow during the winter caused the frass fire season to begin early 
for the Department. On February 28th we had a three acre burn, then two days later, 
March lst, the largest burn in a number of years of 81 acres. Mutual aid was called 
to assist us with this fire, 


In May the re-cycling building at the dump was lost when fire started in news- 
papers stored there. 


In July a large hay barn was lost, but the Department was able to save a large 
dairy barn next to it. One week later, robbery and arson at a large super-market 
brought the department into a fire situtation some large city Departments have never 
had to face, 


In August the Department was called to wash down a large gasoline spill for 
which we used 4,000 gallons of water. 


We responded to a Mutual Aid call at the County Home. Damage was done to one 
wing of the new addition, 


In December a restaurant fire was extinguished. The preceding are high lights 
of the major fires for the year.

Received Mutual Aid from other towns: Exeter 6, Newfields 2, Greenland 2, 
Brentwood 2, North Hampton 2, Newmarket 2, Newington l. 
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The training program, started last year was expanded this year with training 
being conducted every Tuesday night. A total of 1560 man hours of training were 
held. Some of the subjects covered were: pump operating, ventilation, rescue, hose 
operation, and pre-planning. Fourteen firemen also completed driver training. 


The Department also supplied 250 man hours at Brentwood building the new fire 
training school. The new school was placed in operation this year. Stratham has 
helped financially by donating the proceeds from the Annual Firemans' Ball. This 
Ball is joinly sponsored by the Stratham, Exeter, Newfields, and Newmarket Fire 
Departments. This Ball has now furnished nearly $1,500.00 toward this fire train- 
ing school. 


This year the Town of Stratham, the Fire Department and the Kings Hyway Plaza 
were hosts to the Interstate Mutual Aid System for their annual fire fighting 
demonstration. The demonstration was proceeded by a parade of thirty-three pieces 
of fire equipment down Portsmouth Avenue to the shopping plaza. The demonstration 
included use of ladder trucks and the Aero-chief from Portsmouth, a new high pressure 
truck from Lee and many nozzle operations. 


The Department would like to thank the Auxiliary for the gits of additional 
safety equipment and two Scott Air Packs. Also for the many hours given preparing 


coffee and sandwiches for the firemen.

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STRATHAM ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
March 5, 1974 


The Annual School District Meeting of Union #16 was held at the 
Stratham Memorial School on March 5, 1974 with approximately 75 
people present. 

Moderator William Roberts brought the meeting to order at 
8:00 P.M. Senior; Deacon Ed Rowe led the group in «prayer, 

Due to the fact that last year's minutes were printed in the 
Town Report, James Scamman moved and Mr. Gerald seconded that they 
be accepted as written. 

ARTICLE I. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees 
or Officers hereto chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

The Building Committee report was printed in the Town Report 
and Richard Scamman moved and James Scamman seconded that this re- 
port be accepted as written. 

ARTICLE II. ~To- see if the District will vote "to authori2emag. 
Moderator to appoint a Building Committee of seven members to make 
recommendations concerning an addition to the Stratham Memorial 
School and report their recommendations to a School District Meeting 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the use of Such 
committee. 

Russell Granton moved that the Building Committee be elected by 
the people rather than be appointed by the Moderator. Rudy Bumewse= 
conded. Article II, with amendment was adopted. 

ARTICLE. III. To.see if the District will vote’ pursdentmee 
RSA 31:105 to provide indemnification for district employees; school 
administrators, school board members, district officers or agents 
from personal loss or expense including reasonable legal fees and 
costs, if any, arising out of any claim, demand, suit or judoqmemesa:, 
reason of negligence or other act resulting in accidental injury to 
a person or accidental damage to property providing the indemnified 
person was at the time of the accident acting within the scope of 
his employment or office.

1974 


During the summer of 1974, the heating system was worked on, the 
carpet in Mrs. Peabody's room was replaced, tile was installed in two 
corridors, and the drainage problem on the playground was corrected. 


Our full time custodian has done a great job in keeping up with 
the general cleaning as well as repairing broken windows along with 
many other things which had not been repaired. 


We are very happy with the results of the levels program in math 
and reading. Testing of the third and fifth grades show that our 
students are among the top students in Union 16 as well as nationally. 
We feel that this is due to the levels program and the excellent work 
of all our teaching staff. (Teachers, Aides, Student teachers, and 
Principal). There are now many more people working with our students 
than there have been in the past and as a result all our students 
benefit. 


The transition program continues to show benefit in later years. 
Some of the third graders who started in transition had some of the 
highest test scores. 


Our school and Union 16 lost a very able and interested board 
member with the death of Bob Corbin. Bob devoted as much time as 
anyone could as he wanted our youngsters to have the best education 
possible. We all miss him. 


Mrs. Joyce Frasier was appointed to fill Bob's position for the 
balance of this school year. 


The board and building committee have been working on plans for the 
new addition. Based on current census information, we are not reconm- 
mending any additional classrooms at this time. However, a larger mult- 
purpose area, relocation of the kitchen, additional storage areae, 
expanding the old multi-purpose area and converting it to a resource 
center will give us the needed flexibility to meet the needs of our 
students as tell as the town. 


We also realize that if our school population should increase to 
any extent, additional classrooms would be needed, but the proposed 
addition would handle any increase up to the limits of the present 
school property.

The evaluation of a school must, to a large extent, be based on the degree 
to which its educational programs meet the needs of children in the community it 
serves. | feel we are doing just that. 


The educational development of the elementary school children has a basic 
design for learning which includes a recognition that learning is an individual 
matter, and is unique with each child. We have spent considerable time in proper 
utilization of resources, time, money, space, personnel and materials toward 
this end. 


In David Michaud's Principal's report he has stated ''Our continuous progress 
curriculum in reading and math is in full swing. The children in most grades 
are regrouped within their classrooms and move between classes for reading and 
math instruction. They move through a series of skills and concepts from level 
to level at their own speed. All instruction in reading and math is done on an 
individual or small group basis.!! 


Flexible use of materials and equipment is essential to the continuing ful- 
fillment of individual and group needs. 


With emphasis constantly on the learner, the function of the library or 
media center is to enable pupils and staff to facilitate and improve the learn- 
ing process. Mr. Michaud refers to this facility in his report. He states ''the 
library learning center continues to be a focal point of learning activity in the 
school. The instruction program of library skills is taught by our Librarian. 
Students use the library frequently for research as well as for reading and sel- 
ection of books.''! 


He continues to speak of other areas which our student population has 
benefited from during the past year. To continue from his report, he states 
"Once again we have a Learning Disability Specialist who is available in the 
Stratham School four half days per week. We also have a teacher's aide who works 
with the learning disability specialist in giving specialized instruction to 
children with learning disabilities. This program is Federally funded under 
Recer 1, 


During the first semester we were fortunate to have a number of students 
from the University of New Hampshire who were doing undergraduate work in edu- 
cation. They received practical experience in the classrooms and were of great 
benefit to the school. 


Our volunteer program of teacher aides and library aides is working quite 
well with a large number of people from the community who help out in the school. 
This assistance is greatly appreciated by the staff and without the help of these 
volunteers, our program would not be nearly as extensive or successful.'"! 
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| feel the Stratham Memorial School is a good one. The test scores of 
pupils indicate we are reaching the potential of most children. We have made use 
of every available space. | believe when one considers the philosophy of our 
school and the objectives we are attempting to accomplish, the facilities are 
inadequate. | am in hopes the town will see fit to vote in favor of the facility 
the building committee has recommended. | feel it will find many uses by our 
staff and the pupils of this community. 


In conclusion may | state that it has been a pleasure to serve the town of 
Stratham. | have found the school board well informed and dedicated. | would 
be remiss if | did not state that the loss of Robert Corbin was felt deeply. He 
served the community well, and his many contributions of ideas to the school have 
been missed. 


| realize the economics of the times, the tremendous burden placed upon the 
local tax payer in Stratham but somehow | feel the bulk of the citizens sense the 
importance of quality education, and believe the school to be the primary force 
by which the future of the individual child, and indeed the community will depend. 
if this is your belief you will continue to support the educational endeavors. 
You have my pledge that | in turn will work to provide quality education at 
reasonable costs,

This committee was elected at the 1974 annual meeting of the school 
district and consists of: 


Larry Dowling 

Lee Robinson 

Nancy Herdecker 

Russell A. Granton 

and all members of the school committee. 


Our instructions were to plan an addition to the school house based on 
the several studies of the previous ''Needs Committee’. 


Since April 1974 we have met 15 times and have visited 5 schools. We have 
considered 6 plans and several variations thereof. We have held two open 
meetings where the citizens of Stratham gave us their views and the final plans 
were the result of your voting at these meetings. 


After our plans were finalized we presented them with explanations to 
meetings of five organizations in Stratham and held a public hearing on 
February 11, 1975. 


The plan which we recommend includes a new and larger kitchen, more 
storage space, more room for the library, more space which may be used for 
classes, and a general purpose gymnasium, auditorium and cafetorium and will 
hold about 400-450 people. The cost of the addition based on the plan which 
we recommend and based on cost as of December 1, 1974 is $300,000.00, which may 
be bonded over a ten year period at a cost of $39,000.00 the first year and will 
deminish every following year. 


This will increase our taxes by $3.50 per thousand and will be less each 
year thereafter.

Report of the Business Administrator 
Daniel C. Durgin 


Perhaps it can be fairly stated that modern education has never undergone 
greater financial pressure than is currently the case. Economic realities 
demand that every facet of our educational operation be subjected to the closest 
scrutiny as to cost, cost-benefit and possible alternatives. Because measuring 
educational output is far from a pure science, assessing the end product (the 
"educated'' student) versus the cost of producing that student is most difficult. 


Most School Business Officials feel that, in many ways, our schools can 
and should be operated like a business. | subscribe to this view. However, 
there is a point where the analogy breaks down since our product is not material 
in the true sense nor is our main goal profits. Somehow, we must relate our 
educational goals to the community's ability to support those goals. This is 
a matter with which school boards and administrators must constantly wrestle. 
The demands of modern society make new and expanded programs and updated 
facilities more important than ever while the negative forces in our economy 
create a perplexing dicotomy. 


In addition, the collective demands which society trusts upon the edu- 
cational system magnify the problem to the extreme. I cite the very valid 
doctrine of equal education for all and the relatively recent emphasis on great- 
er attention to the slow learner and the handicapped. Many of these societal 
demands are being translated into legal mandates all too often without broad 
based funding to support them. The cost, necessarily, has to be borne by the 
local property owner. 


In New Hampshire, the property tax supports 80%-95% of local educational 
costs compared to a national average of 52%. With a limited base for funds, 
each successive year of inflation creates additional erosion of the state's 
ability to adequately fund services such as education. Thus, the property owner 
is forced to shoulder a greater burden while the property tax, by its very na- 
ture, bears no relationship to his ability to meet that obligation. 


As a Business Administrator, | realize that one of my prime responsibili- 
ties is to see that your tax dollars are spent prudently. With the help and 
Support of our School Boards and staff, we are constantly searching for 
practical ways to reduce our cost of operation while maintaining our high 
standard of educational offering. 


The advent of the "'energy crisis!’ brought an all out effort on the part of 
Union #16 to reduce the consumption of energy to the lowest possible level. With 
the approval of the School Boards, staff members were asked to follow certain 
guidelines such as reducing lighting in non-instructional areas and turning off 
the row of lighting nearest the windows in classrooms. Also, thermostats were 
set at 68° during the day and 55° or 60° at night. As an example of what can be 
accomplished, fuel consumption was reduced on an average of 25% for the 1973-74 
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winter season over the previous year. Obviously, we are continuing these con- 
servation measures in an effort to blunt the effect of rapidly escalating 
CNELGY,COsts, 


Last January, 1] was successful in negotiating a bulk purchase of our 1974- 
75 duplicator and mimeograph paper requirements far in advance of our normal 
procurement time of April or May. This was done in the belief that paper prices 
were set to undergo another increase in the spring. This arrangement resulted 
in a savings of approximately 20¢ per ream. Considering Union-wide useage of 
approximately 4500 reams annually, this translated into a savings of $900. 


Our supply and equipment requirements are carefully screened to assure a 
true need before approval. Except in the case of specialty items, all supply 
and equipment purchases are either bid or negotiated. 


Every districts! insurance program is constantly undergoing close scrutiny 
to establish adequate coverages in light of inflation, while attempting to keep 
the premiums at as low a level as possible. Package policies and the sensible 
use of deductibles are two methods which are in use in an attempt to get the 
most from our insurance dollar. 


All of us are well aware of the continuing rise in food prices. Contrary 
to the national trend, in school lunch programs, | am pleased to say that as of 
this writing all three of our lunch programs in Union #16 are growing in partici- 
pation and all are operating successfully with little or no financial support 
from school district funds. Exeter's program, which is by far the largest in 
the Union (approximately 1800 lunches per day), has the lowest per meal charge 
to students in the state and is totally self-sufficient financially. As one 
might suspect, all three lunch programs are staffed with extremely dedicated 
people with enthusiasm and much imagination. 


Last year we began a program of instructional workshops for custodians, 
These workshops are held three times annually and are designed to bring new and 
more economical methods of building care to the attention of our custodians. 
They have been well received and very successful and they will become a regular 
fixture in our maintenance program. 


In conclusion, I need not emphasize that difficult and trying times face 


all of us. With your support, we shall continue to see that your tax dollar 
is carefully and wisely spent. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES 


Stratham Memorial School 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Routine health screenings have been provided with the addition of 
special height and weight graphs to be done annually on all children 
starting with this year's first grade. The Health Education Program 
initiated last January has been incorporated smoothly into the 
curriculum, and the students seem to be enjoying this area of study. 


A voluntary dental program was offered to students in the fourth 
grast last spring and this fall. It involved thorough instruction by 
the state dental hygienist in proper brishing and flossing techniques. 
The children then brush and floss their teeth daily at school after 
lunch. The program continued for eight weeks to allow time for the 
children to master the technique. At the end of the program children 
were encouraged to continue on their own at home. 


A Red Cross First Aid certificate program is being planned for 
Grade 6 students in the spring. 


Courses are being taken to fulfil state requirements for school 
nurse certification, and workshops pertinent to school nursing have 
been attended. 


I would like to express thanks to the volunteers who have helped 
with the School Health Program. I would also like to express appre- 
ciation to the School Board, Superintendent of Schools, Principal 
David C. Michaud, members of the staff, and Dr. John Tuthill, school 
pediatrician, for their continued help and cooperation.
